^ out staiiG ing  development  of  the  year  was  the  campaign 

to  comhac  the  incidence  of  and  mortality  from  diphtheria.  Free 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  was  offered  all  children  from 
one  to  fifteen  years.  iv/o  injections  of  diphtheria  prophylactic 
were  in;3ected  inco  the  Sx.in  of  the  arm  at  monthly  intervals, 
i^^o  untoward  effects  have  loeen  reported  to  me.  The  drive  for 
Giphtheria  pi’evention  was  haCi^-ed  wholeheartedly  by  the  County 
Public  Health  and  School  Medical  Departiiients. 

-■ -u  7 deterioration  has  been  noticed  during  the  year  either 

in  Che  nealth  of  the  people  or  in  the  general  hygiene  of  the  Rural 
District  including  the  preparation  and  hcuidling  of'  food.

, ^During  the  year  208  evacuees,  comprising  41  unaccompaniL.d 
cnilaren,  ^ mochers  and  children,  and  42  other  classes,  arrived 
in  the  district  to  be  officially  billeted.

from  the  outbreak  of  war  to  the  31st  December,  1941,  is  2,166. 


A aunibcr  of  cases  , of  scabies  anci  impetigo  have  occurred 
amongst  evacuated  persons?  and  where  satisfactory  treatment  in 
che  billet  has  not  been  possible?  the  cases  have  been  removed  to 
the  County  Council  Institutions ' at  bettering  or  Oundle.
